Stanfield Objected to Brooks Keeping

The little village of Fleming Sprang 
into notoriety again Saturday even­ 
ing a s a result o f a cutting affray be­ 
tween William Stanfield and Benja ­ 
min Brooks, in which the former was 
seriously injured and is in a critical 
condition. 
The trouble sta rted sev­ 
eral months ago when Stanfield made 
objections to Brooks keeping com­ 
pany with his daughter, Miss Susan, 
and the men have had a number of 
heated disputes since that time. 
•Stanfield and Brooks were both in 
the city Saturday a fternoon and their 
quarrel was renewed when they met 
on High street, near Adam Schmitt’s 
grocery . 
It is sa id that Stanfield 
told B r o o k s that he did not want him 
to go with his daughter and threat- j 
ened to injure him if he ever saw him j 
with her again.

An examination of his clothing 
showed that the knife had entered 
his coa t directly over his heart, but 
fortunately the blade was not driven 
with sufficient force to touch his body . 
Drs. J ames II. Carter and Scott Ap­ 
plewhite were called and attended the 
wounded man. 
Stanfield wa s taken 
to tlie home of his son, William Sta n­ 
field, near Fleming. 
While he is in a 
'critical condition, he is improving as 
well^ls could be exjpected and it is be­ 
lieved that he will recover. 
Stanfield was under the influence of 
liquor at the time the affray occurred, 
and did not seem to be aware o f the 
fight until several hours a fter it had 
happened.

sta ted that he drank several bottles of 
“ near 
beer” 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
having made purchases at several o f 
the soft drink sta nds in the city . 
The warrant which was sworn out 
by Brooks against Stanfield Saturday 
evening has not y et been served, and 
no a ction has been taken regarding 
Brooks. 
A party from Fleming was 
in the city this morning and sta ted he 
would file an affidavit a g ainst Brooks 
within a short time.

Brooks went to the police station and 
swore out a warrant a gainst Sta n­ 
field for provoke, but when city mar­ 
sha l J . T. Abell and Officer Tom Tuck­ 
er sta rted out to find Stanfield they 
found that he had left the city and 
had started to walk home. 
Mr. Stanfield and his wife have not 
been living together for some time, 
their separation having been the re­ 
sult it is said, o f the trouble between 
Brooks and Stanfield. 
Mrs. Sta n­ 
field ha s been a friend of Brooks and 
<lid not object to her daughter being 
in his company . 
Mrs. Stanfield and 
her daughter 
were also in the city Saturda y a fter­ 
noon, having driven here in a wagon. 
While in Sey mour Brooks saw Mrs. 
Stanfield and her daughter, and upon 
their invitation agreed to ride home 
with them. 
When they arrived at the home of 
Mrs. Stanfield in Fleming, they were 
met by the girl’s fa ther, who inquired 
of Brooks why he had come home with 
his daughter when he had been for­ 
bidden to be in her company . 
Brooks 
made some answer to this question 
mid again the quarrel was resumed. 
It is reported that Stanfield drew a 
knife from his pocket and attempted 
to use it upon Brooks, but in the 
course of the fight ensuing, the latter 
succeeded in taking it from Stanfield 
and used it in the scuffle. 
Brooks is 
only twenty -four y ea rs o f age and 
had the advantage in strength and 
a g ility over Stanfield who is about 
sixty y ea rs o f age. 
Stanfield received a number of se­ 
vere cuts, the most serious of all 
being inflicted on the left side under 
his arm. 
He was also sla shed on the 
left elbow, and received a blackened

from London to Morocco on 
an impu lse, kicked Aziz off 
the throne, pu t Mu lal Hafld on 
it and retu rned to London by 
the nex t boat. 


Now he is twiddling his 
thu mbs and waiting for soma, 
thing to tu rn u p in the king- 
making line. Kaid Belton—to 
giv e him his correct title—is 
the newest thing in twentieth 
centu ry kingmakers. 
Belton was in Sou th Africa 
in 19 08. He came to London on six months' leav e. 
Two weeks of London fogs and drizzle and the 
prospect of a half y ear of inactiv ity filled him with 
disgu st 
Then a friend wrote him that he had been com 
missioned by a sy ndicate to secu re a mining con­ 


cession in Morocco from a pretendei to the throne 
named Mu lai Hafld 
Wou ld Belton like 
to 
go 
along? 
He met the friend in Tangier, and the two were 
Joined by a third Englishman, Redman, who had 
been brou ght u p in Morocco, knew the nativ es and 
spoke Arabic flu ently . 
At Larache, a port eighty mile6 sou th of Tan­ 
gier, they su cceeded, by the aid of the British v ice 
consu l, in hiring mu les to take them to Alcazar, 
a town twenty miles inland, which was held by 
the troops of Su ltan Aziz. 
The su ltan had Issu ed an edict forbidding na­ 
tiv es to assist Eu ropeans. Their mu leteer refu sed 
to go fu rther than Alcazar, as the tribes were car­ 
ry ing on the jehad (holy war) against the Chris­ 
tians. 
So they employ ed a notoriou s brigand and 
borsethlef, one Abselem, to take them throu gh to 
Fez 
Dressed as Moorish 
women, the 
Englishmen 
reached the gates of Fez on Ju ly 13, to be inform­ 
ed that the pretender and his cou rt had arriv ed 
three day s before. 
Nex t morning they sent a 
messenger to 
the 
grand v izier that three Englishmen 
desired 
an 
au dience with the su ltan. 
At nooD the following 
day two soldiers came to them from the v izier and 
escorted them to a hou se which had been placed 
at their disposal at Mu lai Hafld’s order. 
They remained indoors u ntil the 18 th, when a 
mou nted escort condu cted them to the palace. 
Array ed as Moors of the highest 
class, 
they 
were receiv ed by Kaid Meshwar, the master of 
ceremonies, who carried a tall wand with a silv er 
knob, and who preceded them u p a staircase and 
Into a long, nartow room, where, at the fu rther 
end, sat Mu lal Hafld, cross-legged on a dark green 
v elv et cou ch. 
His two v iziers, El Olawi and Si Aisea, were sit­ 
ting on his left. 
Walking slowly the kaid ad­ 
v anced to within three paces of the throne, bowed. 
Introdu ced the Englishmen simply as three strang 
ers anx iou s for an au dience, bowed thrice, and re­ 
tired a little way . 
The pretender smilingly motioned them to be 
seated on three chairs placed on his right, and 
'hen said: “Marrhaba bi ku m" (“You are wel­ 
come”). 
Belton’s first Impression wfas that he had nev er 
seen a handsomer man. This is his description of 
him: 
“A v ery high, broad forehead, with large 
black ey es fu ll of light, which sparkle with genu ­ 
ine merriment when he is amu sed; a big, straight 
nose; fairly fu ll cheeks, a squ are resolu te jaw, 
and the firmest of mou ths, set off by a black beard 
and a small mu stache. 
His complex ion is a deep 
oliv e; and when he stood u p I saw he was well 
ov er six feet in height, and finely proportioned to 
a magnificent phy siqu e.” He came to bu siness at 
o nce. 
“Why are y ou In Fez?” he asked. 
The concession was named, the price stated, and 
the pretender ordered Si Aissa to go into the m at­ 
ter fu rther. 
“And y ou ?” qu estioned Mu lai Hafld, pointing to 
Belton. 


maneu v ers that afternoon were distinctly “smart.” 
At the finish hewas giv en command ov er 7,000 
troops of all arms. 
He made those half-wild tribesmen drill as they 
had nev er drilled before. He ov erhau led the arse­ 
nal and gov ernment stores. 
He wrote to his com­ 
manding officer in Sou th Africa tendering his 
resignation. 
He was no longer Lieu t. Belton of a 
British regiment of Infantry ; he was Kaid Belton, 
kingmaker. 
The mahalla of Aziz at Alcazar deserted and 
proclaimed Mu lai Hafld su ltan. The ev ent swelled 
the pretender’s army by 1,200 fighting men. 
All 
throu gh the fall and winter Belton worked on his 
raw material, and by spring had a su perb fighting 
force, disciplined as well as fearless. 
In Ju ne of last y ear Aziz dispatched a strong 
mahalla to march against Marrakesh. Belton, with 
15,000 men and artillery , met the su ltan’s army 
within fou r hou rs of Marrakesh, rou ted it with 
heav y loss, and scattered it. 
Aziz himself only 
escaped by hasty flight to 
Settat, 
the 
nearest 
French military post, from which he afterwards 
jou rney ed to Casablanca u nder a French escort. 
The tribes and towns proclaimed Mu lai Hafld 
su ltan amid great rejoicing. 
He, on learning of 
the v ictory of his sou thern mahalla, notified the 
diplomatic corps at Tangier of his wish to be 
recognized by the powers of Eu rope and assu ring 
them of his readiness to accept the act of Alge- 
ciras. 
The whole of tb» diplomatic corps, with one ex ­ 
ception, Ignored the commu nication. 
The ex cep­ 
tion was Dr. Vassel, the German consu l, who rec­ 
ognized Mu lai Hafld as the rightfu l ru ler of Mo­ 
rocco. 
On Sept. 10 Belton receiv ed from the hands of 
Mu lal Hafld his commission, giv ing him control 
ov er the whole of the army and conferring u pon 
him the title of Kaid of 
Ascaar (kaid 
of 
the 
troops). 
Aziz was safe In Tangier, bu t his brother, Mu lai 
Mohammed, whom Aziz had Imprisoned when he 
came to the throne, had been released and was 
starting another rev olu tion in Casablanca. 
Belton 
met and defeated Mu lal Mohammed's army and 
took him prisoner. 
That was in October of last y ear. 
On Nov . 18 
Mu lai Mohammed was brou ght to Bab el Bu chat, 
where Mu lal Hafld was. 
On the following morn­ 
ing, in the presence of 4,000 of Belton’s troops, 
Mu lai Abselem M’rani, an u ncle of Mu lal Hafld, 
was tried for treason by the cadis. 
He had been 
in treasonable correspondence with Mu lai Mo­ 
hammed. 
The cadis fou nd him gu ilty and sentenced him 
to hav e the palms of his hands cu t and sewn in a 
single leathern glov e so that he cou ld write no 
more letters. The pu nishment was carried ou t. 
That same day Belton took his cou rage in both 
hands and address Su ltan Mu lal Hafld in this 
wise: 
“ You are still waiting for Eu ropean recog­ 
nition. 
You will wait long if y ou continu e su ch 
practises. 
The powers v eil] hear of this pu nish­ 
ment thou g h the French press, which is hostile to 
y ou .” 


prem acy . The su ltan gav e him an opening. 
"You looked worried, commander, when I saw 
y ou on.parade. W hat is wrong?” he asked. 
Kaid Belton replied: “I am worried. 
Are these 
French officers going to serv e u nder me, or am I 
going to serv o u nder them? 
”1 cannot giv e y ou an answer to any of those 
qu estions tonight,” the su ltan replied, “bu t what­ 
ev er happens, remember this, that people who are 
forced on me will nev er be my friends." 
That v ery night Belton dispatched a mahalla 
against Ait Yu ssl. who was plu ndering carav ans 
and trav elers. 
The force was held in check by 
tribesmen and the su ltan ordered Belton to con­ 
du ct the campaign against the bandit in person. 
He went relu ctantly , for the cou rt was tense with 
intrigu e and the French were 
straining 
ev ery 
nerv e to get their military mission established. 
He cau ght u p with Ait Yu ssl and after fiv e hou rs 
of hard fighting defeated him, compelled him 
to 
su rrender and collected heav y indemnities. 
Then 
he hu rried back to Fez, wondering what his ene­ 
mies had been doing in his absence. 
Ominou s news awaited bis retu rn. 
Germany 
had agreed to giv e France a free hand in Morocco 
or. condition that Germany ’s commerce was not re­ 
stricted. 
The French minister had v isited Fez. 
Belton went straight to the su Uan who said: 
“You hav e heard the news?” 
“The agreement? 
Yes. 
It was a su rprise to 
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me. 
”A greater su rprise to me,” the su ltan replied. 
Germany had kept, not only the su ltan, bu t her 
own consu l, Dr. Vassel, in ignorance of the nego­ 
tiations. While Dr. Vassel was assu ring the su ltan 
that Germany wou ld not desert him in his time 
of need, Germany was doing that 
v ery 
thing. 
Neither knew the thing was going to be done u ntil 
after it was done. 
The nex t six weeks Belton spent In stu dy ing 
French diplomacy . 
The French officers shu nned 
him, cu t him, described him as a renegade. 
The 
su ltan replied to these slanders that Belton had 
serv ed him well. The French replied that French 
officers wou ld serv e him equ ally well. 
The su ltan refu sed flatly to part with Belton. 
In the spring there were u prisings, which Bel­ 
ton pu t down. 
At Fez the u ndercu rrent of in­ 
trigu e continu ed to flow, and the 
French 
were 
slowly gaining grou nd. 
The treasu ry war empty . | 
The creditors of Aziz were clamoring to be paid. 
France was the chief creditor, and the 
French | 
were offering fu rther loans. 
Belton broke the power of the bandit tribes and 
posted back to Fez. 
He demanded to see the su l­ 
tan. 
An au dience was refu sed. 
He waited day s 
and weeks, repeating his demand 
He Appealed 
to the grand v izier, reciting what he had done in 
the su ltan’s serv ice. 
The hardships he had borne 
and the ex citements and the dangers had tu rned 
his hair white. 
His health wss broken 
The su ltan wou ld not see him, wou ld not ex ­ 
plain. 
lie, worried, harrassed and bu llied by the 
French, was ashamed to face the y ou ng English­ 
man who had placed him on the throne and con-

Natu rally , Dr. Vassel, the German 
consu l, was the new su ltan’s fav orite. 
German 
sy ndicates got v alu able mining concessions which 
France wanted. 
France retaliated by re establishing the military 
missio n which had been with Aziz at the time o f 
hti defeat 
This mo v e threatened Belto n's au- 


fess to him that he had no choice bu t to let nim 
go. 
He decided it wou ld be better to resign at once 
than to be kicked ou t later by the French. 
He 
tendered his resignation to the su ltan throu gh the 
foreign mln.ste-. 
The resignation was accepted, presu mably with 
regret, and Belton lost no time In retu rning to 
London. Since his return the s.iltan has confe.v ed 
on him the insignia of a g rand o fficer of the Or­ 
ders of Mo g hrebia and Mulai Indrees fo r distin­ 
g uished serv ices to the Mo ro ccan empirs. 
Two badg es and a star are all he has to remind 
him o f the day s when he essay ed the to R o f kin*

nigh t,” Mr. Roosevelt announced, “ex ­ 
cept th at in my speech es at Sy racuse 
and Saratoga about th e tariff and th e 
adm inistration, I said ex actly w h at I 
h ad said in my speech es in Sioux City , 
Sioux 
Falls, 
Cincinnati 
and 
oth er 
places in th e w est.” 
He believes th at h is course h as been 
I consistent, tnat h is ex pressed attitudes 
on th e tariff and adm inistration h ave 
been in all ¿ksentials th e same. 
His 
policy h as been to commend th ose 
features of th e Pay ne bill wh ich h e 
could conscientiously commend. Roos­ 
evelt regards th e Pay ne bill as being 
a better one th an th e Dingley bill, but 
h e does not consider th at It is suffi­ 
ciently an im provem ent over th e Ding­ 
ley bill, or a sufficient fulfillment of 
th e party promises to w arrant h is in­ 
dorsement. 
Th e colonel said th at h e h ad deter­ 
mined on th ree essential planks or 
principles to stand on at Saratoga. 
He was for defeating bossism, securing 
popular rule, and repudiating corrup­ 
tion in politics.

bowed.

In h alf an h our h e was on th e grounds. 
It was agreed by every one wh o h as 
followed h im on h is travels since h e 
returned from Africa th at th is east­ 
ern T ennessee audience seemed to like 
h im as much if not mbre th an any 
oth er h e h as met. 
Th ey m ade no 
bones of revealing th e fact th at th ey 
like h im personally , and th ey y elled 
enough to sh ow th at th ey sy m path ize 
with h is views on certain m atter of 
import. 
Th e south erner is about as informal 
as any citizen of tnis country .

one h ere felt as th ough h e w anted to 
say som eth ing to th e colonel, ne was 
not bash ful, and h e went ah ead and 
said it. 
Th e sh ow at th e ex position 
was on in full sway ; some of th e vis­ 
itors cam e to be amused and oth ers 
cam e to be uplifted.

way from B eaudette and Rainy River 
w est to W arroad, a distance of fifty 
miles, was a solid m ass of flames. 
B eaudette is only a rem nant of a town. 
Spooner is wiped off th e map. 
Cedar 
Spur, Graceton. Pitt, Swift and Roose­ 
velt, m ere h am lets, are burned to th e 
ground.

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INCE the ex cav ation In Crete. which 
changed the Mtnoan my ths Into his­ 
torical fact and rev ealed the ex is­ 
tence of a great island empire that 
ex isted in the Aegean long before 
Greek civ ilization began, there ha^e 
been few discov eries of greater in­ 
terest and importance 
than 
tho^e 
_ 
which hav e recently been made by 
Professor Garstang at Meroe, in the Sudan. 
Professor Say ce in 1909 located the site o 
e 
city of Meroe on the east bank of the Nile, 
e 
tween the Fifth and Six th Cataracts, and the ex ­ 
cav ations carried on by Professor Garstang 
the end of 1909 enabled the details of the Ethio­ 
pian capital to become known. 
I he 1 emple o 
Amon. where the Ethiopian Kings were ciowne . 
was also discov ered. 
Ev en mere interesting is 
the ex cav ation of the beautlbul Sun Temple, 
which was discov ered at the cage of the khor. 
or meadow, thus confirming the account of Hero­ 
dotus, who tells us that Cauiby ses sent to the 
Ethiopian King to inq uire about “the Table of 
the Sun” in a meadow “in the suburbs of the 
e&pilal, where cooked meats 
were 
set 
each 
night.” 
There is no doubt that this building is 
referred to in the Homeric legend that Zeus 
and the other gods feasted ev ery y ear for twelv e 
day s among the blameless 
Ethiopians. 
Many 
others building1* were also ex plored, and the 
Temples of the Lion and the Kenisa were dis­ 
cov ered. 
It may be noted that the lion emblem 
•vas of freq uent occurrence, and may probably 
hav e been the totem of the district. Many beau 
11/ ul objects were dug up by the ex pedition, in- 
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eluding forty inscriptions in the hierogly phics 
of Meroe, twro roy al statues, and a great many 
v ases of a new kind of pottery , objects of wood 
and glasB, titles and pottery . Especially inter­ 
esting was the pottery which is almost as thin 
as biscuit china, and giv es ev idence of Roman 
Influence. Professor Say ce found Greek inscrip­ 
tions showing how the city was destroy ed at 
the end of the fourth century A. D., by a King 
of Ax um, since which ev ent the city was un­ 
occupied. 
Ethiopia was the name giv en by the Greeks 
to a country south of Egy pt v ariously conceiv 
ed as including only Nubia (Aethiopia Aegy pti). 
or Nubia, Sonnar, Kordofan and Aby ssinia, or a 
region ex tending indefinitely east 
and 
west 
from the Upper Nile, but applied after the fall 
of Meroe more particularly to Aby ssinia. 
The 
name is said to hav e had its origin from the 
fact that it was alluded to by the Greeks as a 
country of sunburned faces. 
Historically there were three distinct king­ 
doms known as Ethiopia, those of Napata. Me­ 
roe and Askum. There Is no definite ev idence 
that either of these included at any time all 
the territory between the southern border of 
Egy pt and Bab el Mandeb. 
Already in the time of the old empire the 
Egy ptians had relations with their southern 
neighbors. From the forests of Nubia they ob­ 
tained a large proportion of their timber, and 
the city of Abu (Elephantine) deriv ed Its name 
from the iv ory which found Its way to this 
place from the interior of Africa. 
King Uncas 
(c 3290-326 0 B C.) employ ed warriors belong­ 
ing to six Nubian tribes in his war upon the 
Bedouins. 
The early pictorial representations 
of Nubian archers do not suggest 
that 
they 
were negroes. 
A regular conq uest of the coun­ 
try south of Sy ene apparently was not under­ 
taken until the twelfth dy nasty (c. 25 22-2323). 
The most powerful Nubian people at this time 
was Karh or Kosh, the Hebrew Cush. 
It la 
probable that the stock was originally Hamitic, 
though In course of time it absorbed v arious 
Negri tic tribes. 
Usertesen III (c. 2409-237 2) 
established his frontier north of the second 
cataract and built for its protection two forts 
at Semneh and Kuruineh on opposite sides of 
the riv er. Whether the Hy ksos kings ev er held 
possession of this territory is doubtful. At any 
rate it had to be reorganized by Aahmes (15 7 5 - 
15 5 3). the founder of the eighteenth dy nasty 
and his successors. 
Napata piobably had been 
the capital of the independent kingdom, since 
it was made the residence of the v iceroy , en­ 
titled prince of Kosh, who gov erned the new 
Egy p tlan prov ince. 
In the time of Raineses II 
there was an unsuccessful rebellion. 
Pianchl 
who seems to hav e reigned in Napata since 777, 
av ailed himself of the weakness of Egy pt at the 
end of the reign of Uasarken III to make an in­ 
v asion of Egy pt, 
He defeated twenty petty 
rulers and forced a treaty . 
Sbabaka, a grand­ 
son of Pianchl, united all Egy pt with Ethiopia 
tinder one crowu. 
Napata was destroy ed by 
Cam by sea in 5 24. 
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A new 
kingdom 
gradually 
arose in 
the south after the 
fall of Napata, with 
Meroe as its capital. 
The kings, Arura, Har 
slot, Nastasen, who reigned in the fifth and 
fourth centuries, conq uered considerable ter­ 
ritory south of Meroe in Sennar and Kordofan, 
and possibly In Aby ssinia. 
While the suzer­ 
ainty of the Ptolemies seems to hav e been rec­ 
ognized for religious reasons. King Ergamenes, 
by putting to death the priests who had de­ 
manded that he should abdicate in the time of 
Ptolemy IV Phiiopator (221 204). pav ed the way 
for independence. 
Ptolemy V. Epiphanes (204- 
18 1) was able to resist his attack upon Egy pt, 
but not able to prev ent his asserting of sov er­ 
eignty in Ethiopia. 
Queen Candace seems to 
hav e ex tended her power in the north, and 
twenty -fiv e prov inces are said to hav e beeu 
tributary to her. 
But her inv asion of Egy pt 
was successfully resisted by Calus Petronius 
In B. C. 24. Napata. that had been rebuilt, was 
destroy ed by the Romans. 
Another 
Queen 
Candace is mentioned in Acts viii. 
But gradu­ 
ally Meroe itself fell 
into ruins. 
To 
guard 
against inv asion by the Bleramy ans, a people 
akin to the Bugaltae, the modern Beja, Diocle­ 
tian mov ed the Nobatae, negro tribes of the 
aame stock as the population of Kordofan, from 
the oasis of Khargeh Into the Nile v alley . 
The mountain region of Aby ssinia was prob 
bably inhabited In v ery early times by Semites 
as well as Hamltes. W hether the original home 
of the former was in Africa or in Arabia the 
ov erflow population would naturally set in the 
direction of this Alpine country . As the nativ e 
name show's, the Semitic Ethiopians were still 
In the nomadic state when they entered this 
territory , priding themselv es on 
being 
wan­ 
derers, roaming freely wherev er 
they 
liked. 
There were ev idently successiv e wav es of im­ 
migration. 
If the Egy ptian Hbst is of Semitic 
origin, as can scarcely be doubted, they were 
apparently kinsmen of the Yemenites in Eretria 
and on the Somali coast c. 15 00 B. C. Sebaean 
inscriptions found in Yeha, the ancient Awa. 
may be as old as the sev enth century B. C. 
As long as the 
Ptolemies 
domnlnate 
the 
Ery threan coast from Adulis, Berenice and Ar* 
einoe, a strong Aby ssinian kingdom could not 
well dev elop. 
But in the reign of Augustus, 
when the Romans suffered serious rev erses in 
Arabia, and were occupied 
ir 
Africa 
with 
Queen Candace, while the Areacid conq uests in 
eastern Arabia forced the V*nit'filte States to 
seek compensation for their losses elswhere, 
the Semitic element in Ethiopia seems to hav e 
been reinforced, and the kingdom of Askum 
founded. The “Periplus marls Ery throei,” prob­ 
ably written by Basiles between A D. 5 6 and 
67, refers to a king of Askum by the name of 
Zoscales, who controlled the coast from Masso- 
wah to Bab el Mandeb, and was 
a friend of 
Greek culture. 
It is possible that some of the 
Greek coins with Greek legends that hav e been 
preserv ed should be assigned 
to the second 
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and third centuries A. D 
On a marble throne In Adulis, Cosmos 
Indleopleustes found and copied in the six th 
century an inscription commemorating the power 
of a great king whose name is not giv en. 
He 
Is supposed by some scholars to be the founder 
of the Askurnite kingdom, but it is more prob­ 
able that he reigned at the end of the third 
century A. D. 
King Aizana is known to hav e 
reigned in the y ear A. D. 35 6 . 
In his time 
Frumentius preached Christianity in the coun 
try . 
The political relations that had long ex ­ 
isted between Askum and Rome were such as 
to fav or his mission. 
In 37 8 Askum was re­ 
duced to its African territory . 
In A. I). 5 25 
Elesbr.as, king of Askum, with the aid of the 
Sabaen and Hadramautian rulers, made an 
end to the Hiray arite kingdom of Dhu Nuwai, 
and Ethiopia again controlled Arabian territory . 
Before the end of the century , howev er, the 
Askumites were driv en back to Africa, and 
nev er again ex tended their conq uests to Arabia 
According to a letter addressed to a king of 
Nubia in the time of the Patriarch Philotheua 
of Alex andria (98 0-1002), preserv ed in the four- 
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tecnth century “Life of the Patriarchs” and m 
the “Ethiopic Sy nax ar.” a woman who reigned 
ov er the Beni el Hamuna had recently inv aded 
the country , burned the churches and monas­ 
teries, and driv en him from place to place. Mtt- 
rianus Victor speaks of this woman as the foun­ 
der of the Zague dy nasty , anti as hav ing mar­ 
ried a ruler of the prov ince of Bugna, a name 
afterwards corrupted 
into 
Beni 
el 
Zague. 
Elev en kings of the so-called Zague 
dy nasty 
relened until 127 0. 
The earliest monuments of Semitic speech In 
Ethiopia are the inscriptions found at Yeha. 
These are written in the consonantal Sabaen 
script and Indicate that the writers used the 
lesna Gee^, the language of Semitic Ethiopia, 
as early as the sev enth century B. C. 
Goes 
is today represented by two dialects, Tlgro and 
Tigrai or Tlgrina. 
The latter is 
spoken 
in 
Tlgre, and the former is spoken in the districts 
north and northwest of Tigre, and shows great 
similarity to the old Geez

Wa ys o f Berlin Wo men 


“I believ e that the ty pical German hausfrau 
is a my th.” said a New York woman who re­ 
turned the other day from a y ear's residence 
in Germany . 
“I don't see how the av erage 
German woman finds any time to be a baus- 
frau. 
I sometimes wondered when the Ger­ 
man woman found time to do any thing at 
home. 
“I spent eight months in Berlin with my 
daughter, who was study ing music. 
From 
elev en to tw'elv e in the morning the cafes 
were packed with German women, who go out 
to take their second breakfast in the public 
restaurants, a thing unknown in America. 
“They take along their sewing or embroid­ 
ery and sit an hour or two ov er their cup of 
coffee or glass of beer. 
At the concerts, too, 
they take their work and spend hours day 
after day listening to the music. You can Bpend 
an afternoon listening to beautiful music, a 
magnificent orchestra with fine vocal artists, 
for 16 cents. 
That is an illustration of some 
of the things that help to ex ile Americans. 
“At three In the afternoon again y ou will 
see the cafe crowded with German women tak­ 
ing their afternoon tea. 
I think American 
women are more domestic than German, be­ 
cause I nev er heard o f American women 
who 
left thetr homes in 
the ev ening to pass the 


time at the clnb. 
A German friend took me 
one ev ening to the German women’s club. The 
club has a magnificent suite of apartments. In­ 
cluding auditorium, reading room, parlor, cafe 
and smoking reom. 


“When she took me into the last apartment 
it almost feazed me for a minute. 
It was blue 
with smoke. 
1 had nev er before seen a room 
filled with elegantly gowned, cultiv ated women 
all smoking 
These were the wealthy society 
women of Berlin, titled some of them. 
“They were cosmopolitan in their dress and 
manners 
and 
did 
uot 
present any striking 
points of difference from the American women 
ex cept in the smoking. 
It made the occur­ 
rence off last summer, when our immigration 
officials detained a second class passenger, a 
woman art dealer, for inq uiry into her sanity 
because she smoked cigarettes, appear v ery 
funny In retrospect. 


“The German women’s clubs, like those of 
the Englishwomen, are based on the same prln- 
ciple as m en’s clubs; these are places for so­ 
cial enjoy ment and 
for the conv enience of 
members in taking meals, entertaining friends 
and so ou. They do not tako up work in study , 
philanthropy , reform and so on, like the wom­ 
en’s clubs in A m erica”

Ix radon.—Remarkable 
ex p eriments 
with a v ariety of wireless telegrap hy 
p erfected by Baron v on Lep el hav e 
been conducted between Slough, Paris 
and Brussels. They Included the trans­ 
mission of messages and of the mel­ 
ody of the national anthem. 
In a low-ly ing meadow at Slough, 
within eight of Windsor castle, is a 
wooden hut flanked by a tall mast and 
a tangle of wires. A man who used to 
be a y eoman signaller In the roy al 
nav y sits in that hut tap p ing wireless 
messages to Paris, Brussels and Bruns­ 
wick, 
North Germany . 
Occasionally , 
when his Instrument is not tuned ex ­ 
actly to Its own p rop er p itch, he hears 
something like a brass band roaring 
In his ears, which means that the Brit- 
Ish Admiralty is sending secret code 
messages to battleship s 
cruising in 
the North sea or the Atlantic; or he 
may receiv e a request from Paris to 
tune his Instrument to another note 
because the great station at the top of 
the Eiffel tower is drowning all the 
messages in Its v icinity . 
The y eoman signaller turns a han­ 
dle, dep resses another p iano key . and 
continues undisturbed 
his whisp ered 
musical conv ersation with 
Paris 
or 
Brussels. 
The new sy stem is that of 
the Anglo-German Wireless sy ndicate, 
of which a y oung German, Baron v on 
Lep el, Is the mov ing sp irit. 
The claims made for it are that it 
calls for much less p ower than the or­ 
dinary sy stems 
of 
radio-telegrap hy ; 
that It Is, therefore, a v ery cheap In­ 
stallation, and that by ap p ly ing v aria­ 
ble musical notes to its tune It can 
talk in quietness for long distances, 
howev er great be the disturbances in 
the ether created by more p owerful in­ 
struments. 
A message was sent to Brussels, 
who rep lied almost at once, adding 
that Paris, with which he was In wire­ 
less touch at the moment, had a mes­ 
sage. 
Inquiries were then disp atched 
across the English channel and the 
north of Prance to Paris, p roducing 
the resp onse that the message had 
been receiv ed and understood, but re­ 
questing a clear course for an ex ­ 
p erimental message (In English) re­ 
ceiv ed as follows: 
"I am sending this message by the 
Lep el 
sy stem 
of 
radlo-telegrap hy , 
which may further facilitate means of 
communication between London and 
Paris. 
“Owing to the rise In the p rice of 
wine and general 
p rov isions 
Paris 
restauranteurs 
hav e 
materially 
In­ 
creased their charges. 
. “Today the weather has been charm­ 
ing. 
“Great Interest is being manifested 
by the airmen comp eting In the Cir­ 
cuit de l'Est." 
Messages can be sent on eight notes 
set to a true octav e, and In case of In­ 
terrup tion the op erator can change his 
note, and the receiv er, by a few turns 
of a simp le regulating screw, 
soon 
finds the new note. 
The national an­ 
them was p lay ed on 
the 
key s 
at 
Slough. 
It elicited a cordial resp onse 
from Brussels of “Viv e I’entente cor- 
dlalel“ 
Considering the shortness 
of 
the 
“aerial,” which was only 18 0 feet long, 
and the small amount of p ower used, 
which was only two kilowatts, the re­ 
sults were good 
for 
long 
distance 
transmission. 
Baron v on Lep el, a fair haired Ger­ 
man enthusiast, Is 28 y ears old. 
He 
serv ed for fiv e y ears as a lieutenant 
In the Ninth Lancers of Prussia. 
He 
took to electric lighting work at 6 


cents an hour, In Britain. 
He became 
p roficient In wireless telegrap hy , and 
he was aboard the Russian 
worship 
Orel during the Dogger bank affair. 
He worked at 
Aldershot 
with 
the 
Roy al engineers, and for the last eighv 
een months he has been ex p erimenting 
with his new sy stem of cheap radio­ 
telegrap hy .

Mr. Youngblood finds time to cultiv ate 
a farm which he owns near Saltillo.

This season he has done all the culti­ 
v ation of a crop of corn himself. 
This remarkable man is in a sp len­ 
did state of p hy sical and mental p res­ 
erv ation. 
He reads without glasses 
and has all of his teeth but one.

Mr. Youngblood was born in Nash­ 
v ille, Tenn., In 18 04.
